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Snietedion wages discovered “ the pmseaih 
tee. 

“ ‘Three out of five girls we questioned,” he 
aaid, “ gave low wages as the cause. The 
Chicago employers already are raising 
wages. If you women would go around to 
the stores here and present the case to em- 
ployers you could accomplish similar good.” 

Chairman O'Hara in a brief address as- 

_serted that every American working girl is 
entitled to comfortable lodgings, good cloth+ 
ing, and proper amusements without regard 
to her ability. 


Englishman a Witness. 

The first witness heard was Afdeen Foster, 
international commissioner of the British 
Federation for the Emancipation of Sweated 
Women, Girls, and White Slave Victims. 

“In London,” he said, “there are 2,500 
* bullies’ (procurers), who live on the proceeds 
of vice of women. Many have been convicted 
and publicly whipped under the new law, 
which is having tremendously beneficial 
effect. A man once flogged never comes back 
for a second flogging. 

‘‘Do you believe there is any relation be- 
tween low wages and immorality?’ asked 
O’ Hara. 

“As a reporter,” replied Foster, “I in- 
vestigated 200 houses of il] fame. I found 80 
per cent of the inmates owed their fall to 
starvation wages. Every time I find a woman 
of the street I ask her what brought her 
there. Sixty out of 100 answer ‘ Starva- 
tion.’ °’ 

‘‘ What about the other # per cent?” asked 
O’ Hara. 

‘Twenty per cent is fault of the man,”’ re- 
plied Foster, while the audience of women 
applauded. 

“I'm standing for parliament in 1916,"" he 


‘@dded, “‘ and shall introduce a bill to give a 


man who seduces a woman twenty lashes like 
a white slaver.”’ 

He said some of the others go wrong through 
extravagance and dissipation. In reply toa 
question by O'Hara, he said the British mini- 


‘mum wage law is not a success. Women in 


sweated industries bid down the wages paid 
and to this condition the law does not apply. 


Federal Prosecutor a Witness. 


Commissioner Finch was next on the wit- 
ness stand. He said 500 procurers have been 
gent to prison for violation of the Mann act. 

“We are getting up data showing how 
25,000 women entered immoral life and ina 


few months we shall be able to shed much 


light on the question," he said. 

“The connection between low wages and 
immorality is not clear from information 
hitherto obtained. In the trial of these 500 
cases it does not appear that many of ihe 
women would have been saved from going 
wrong by higher wages. Most of the women 
came from domestic employment, where 
wagep are higher than in industries. A large 
percentage are courted and married legiti-. 
mately by procurers and then forced into 
white slavery by their husbands. It is est!- 
“mated there are 25,000 men in the white slave 
' traffic in this country. The enforcément of 
the law is decreasing interstate traffic in girls 
and the practice’ of holding girls for debt has 
been stamped out as a violation of the peon- 
age act. Also the confinement of girls in 
rooms as slaves has been materially lesg- 
“ened.” 


Rural Girls Made Victims. 
In reply to a question Mr. Finch said a 


large percentage of the fallen girls are from

“I believe these woman should not be al- 
lowed any location in residence districts.’’ 

Capt. Hollenberger said there are fifty- 
two howiges.in‘his district, in which the in- 
mates number 350. -He said many immoral 
women cate to Washington for the inaugu- 
ration, but he would not allow them to enter 
the houses in the red light district.

Wages and Vice Not Connected. 

“ Girls who work for $5 a week are just as 
strong morally as those who work for $10. 
The minimum wage would not help, but an 
eight hour law would. Training of boys and 
girls in the home will accomplish the most 
g00d.”’ 

Several women fired questions at Mrs. 
Kahn as to the connection of her family with 
a Washington department store firm. Mrs. 
Kahn denied the relationship and replied that 
the condition of employ ment of girls in Wash- 
nye cores” is not deplorable.”

“ Do you know of Seventh street stores pay-~ 
ing girls $2.00 a week?’ a woman asked.

@ week,” said Mrs. Kahn. “They live at 
home or they coukin't live on it.”’ 

Miss Virginia Ransom told ofa girl working 
in Hecht’s store tn Seventh street for $2 a 
week, and another in Kann’s department 
store at $2 a week. Woodward & Lathrop, 
she said, pay $3 a week to some girls. Senator 
Juul suggested that Washington needsa vice 
commission. 

** We haven't struck the $2 limit in Illinois,” 
he said. 


Dr. Wiley’s Wife a Witness. 

Mrs. Wiley favored a minimum wage. “It 
is more difficult for a girl to resist tempta- 
tion if she lacks the necessities of life,”’ she 
said. “I believe that we should have women 
police in all large cities, schools for domestic 
servants, and lastly I believe that votes for 
women would offer a further protection to 
giris.”’ 

Tremendous applause greeted this state- 
ment. Mre. Wiley thought $8 would be a 
fair minimum. She criticised employers who 
Pay low wages and give large sums to char- 
ity. 

Mrs. Neleigh, head of Neighborhood house, 
said no girl who has an insufficient wage 
can live right. 

“ Girls in crowded homes without privacy 
cannot be brought up right,’’ she said. “* Joy 
riding and turkey trots ruin a vast number 
of giris. We can't do too much against rag- 
time dancing. Any girl who does it is play- 
ing with fire. We have tried to control it, 
but we have much trouble with society girls 
who come to us volunteering to help in di- 
recting our girls."’ 


Would Raise Washington Wages. 

Senator Juul inquired why there was no 
effort made in Washington to induce em- 
ployers to raise wages. 

“If you can't show a girl how to live re- 
spectably on $2 a week, you have got toshow 
the employers wages must be raised, haven't 
you?’’ he demanded. 

“ Yes,"’ came the reply from the audience. 

“The effort has been made,” interrupted 
Mrs. Hopkins, “ but there are difficulties. 
First you. have got to teach the girls to be 
worth more pay.”’ | 

“That's just where you and I differ,’ re- 
sponded Juul, while the audience murmured 
disapproval of Mrs. Hopkins’ statement. 
Mrs. Neleigh said she favored a Washington 
movement to. raise. wages of. girls, and the 
incipient storm was calmed. 


Minimum Wage Bill Promised. 

Representative Hill of Iilinojs promised to 
introduce the Illinois minimum wage bill 
into congrese to apply to the PMatrtct of Co- 
lumbia. 

Dr. W. C. Woodward, digtrict heaith officer, 
said 775 births in Washington last year were 
illegitimate—10 per cent of all births. 

“The matter of wage is merely an index 
to the circumstances under which the girl 
employé had been raised,” he said. “I do 
not believe a minimum wage would remedy 
conditions unless it could be fixed, not in 
doliars and cents, but in purchasing power 
and eccording to tke needs of the recipient. 
A $2 wage is not necessarily unjust here for 
parents in Was. .ngton ere required to sup- 
port their children. The state should see that 
a girl is able to support herself before fixing 
a minimum wage. 

“It seems to me that instead of establish- 
ing a minimum wage the excessive profits of 
corporations should be taxed and the pro- 
ceeds devoted to educating children for Hfe 
work. Moreover, your minimum wage law 
will accomplish nothing until young men are 
able to marry before 27 or 28 years old. 
Until that time you cannot wipe out that 
part of immorality of giris cue to tempta- 
tions of men.” 


Approves Tax on Bachelors. 
“have a bill at Springfield,” said Beall, 
“taxing $100 a year every unmarried man 

over 32. Do you think that a good thing?’ 

“I gee mo objection,”’ replied Dr. Wood- 
ward. “I think 32is a little high. A gradu- 
ated tax from 25 up would be better. And 
better still would be a requirement that no 
man be permitted to marry unless he can 
present a certificate that he has kept his 
life pure. If we could keep our men clean 
the women would ‘take care of themselves,”’ 
he concluded amid tremendous applause by 
the women auditors. 

Mrs. A..A. Birney, president of the mothers’ 
congress, said tife whole evil will vanish when 
the single standard of purity is established. 

Robert 8S. Barrett, representing the Plor- 
ence Crittenton mission, asserted the wage 
lea small factor in the immorality of the 
women who are taken into these homes. 

O’ Hara asked if the Crittenton mission does 
not receive large contributions from million- 
aire employers of cheap labor. . Barrett 
denied it. Juul challenged him to name half 
a dozen Chicago ion aura gigs He said he 
could not. 


Denies Wages Cause Immorality. 

“Don’t you concede there is more vice 
among the poor than among therich? "’ asked 
Senator Tossey. 

“JT do not,” replied Barrett. “ There are 
more society girls, girls from good homes, 
with fathers and mothers able to provide for 
them amply, who have fallen into vice and 
come to be inmates of the Florence Critten- 
ton homes than wage earning girls. Few 
who come to our homes blame low wages 
for their downfall.” 

Dr. Elnora Folkmar, a student of social 
hygiene,. said if men were of better moral 
fibe# women would be unable to sell them- 
selves. 

“Don’t you think girls go wrong mainly 
through addiction to strong drink?” asked 
a woman in the audience. 

‘“T would refer that question to Senator 
Woodward, who was elected on a dry ticket,” 
said O’ Hara. 

“T agree with the lady,”’ said Woodward. 


. Meet President at Noon. 

- The committee's meeting with the president 
took: place at noon. Mr. Wilson, attired in 
the light gray sack suit which represents one 
of the shattered presidential precedents of 
this administration, received the lllinois offi- 
clals standing at his desk in his private office. 
The chairman of the committee immediately 
went to the point of his mission in these 
words: 

‘Mr. President, this commission was ap- 
pointed to make a study of womanhood and 
conditions that menace womanhood. We 
would like to make recommendations that 
you call a meeting of representatives of the 
different states to discuss the matter of state 
laws and also perhaps national laws which 
will remove from American Womanhood some 
of the menaces which it now must face. 

“This meeting should be attended by the 
members of the various commissions which 
have been appointed and which are to be ap- 
pointed by the various states, and we would 
like to have it called here in Washington 
some time in the fall or, for that matter, in 
the summer. 


Want Governors at Conference. 

“ Bezides the members of these commis- 
sions it ought to be attended by the govern- 
ors of these states, aS well as delegates ‘se- 
lected by these goveri¢rs, and by the mayors 
of some of these principal cities. It should 
form a national. commission to study all 
questions dealing with vice.” 

The president listened intently to this state- 
ment, but he seemed even more impressed 
by the foltowing remarks by Senator Niels 
Juul: 

“The first thing im pressed on us was to 
make this matter a nation wide movement. 
If the causes are studied and the cures ap- 
plied only in Illinois it would mean a matter 
of injustice in the state. For instance, if 
the minimum wage law were to apply only

manufacturers because of the competition of 
the states where they have no such thing. 

“It seems to me that one thing the na- 
tional government can do is to establish in 
each great commercial center a home where 
women can be taken care of when they cross 
the state lines in search of employment. 


Urges Protection for Travelers. 

* The government takes care of a pound of 
tobacco. It follows it from Kentucky or Vir- 
ginia across the state line, and even counts 
the number of cigars made out of that pound 
of tobacco. If the national government can 
devote so much time to a pound of tobacco, 
or a pound of butterine, it can surely devote 
some time to the care of womanhood trav- 
eling from one state to another. 

“The need is so. crying. that if we were to 
attermpt to tell you, Mr. President, how bad 
it is, as shown by the evidence we have 
taken, it would be unbelievable. The belfef 
seems to have arisen that this commission 
is studying merely the question of wages. 
but such is not the case, for it is going into 
all phases of the vice problem. The greater 
part of the data we have gathered Is unprint- 
qaable. It reveals conditions so horrible, so 
‘revolting; that most of the states need the 
strong arm of the national government back 
of the states to make any remedy effective,” 


Tells Conditions in Europe. 

“I spent four months in Europe,”’ Senator 
Beall said; “studying -conditions-in France, 
Holland, Germany, and Belgium, and came 
home impressed with the idea of the import- 
ance of this problem. Therefore, I offered 
this resolution, which created this commis- 
sion, I. believe in ‘womanhood, motherhood, 
and anti-race suicide. 

“I know of no one better than you who 
can call together the governors of the states 
to take up this-problem. We have already 
replies of thirty-two governors sanctioning) 
our motives, and I believe if you calJ a meet- 
ing at this time the thing. willbe settled.”’ 

The committee left for Chicago tonight, 
after deciding to make a separate trip to 
New York at some future date. The mem- 
bers expressed: satisfaction with the recep- 
tion of thelr plea by the president. They 
feel confident that the thorough considera- 
tion which Mr. Wilson promised to give the 
matter will convince him of the necessity 
of federal and state cotperation in dealing 
with the vice quéstion and of the desirability 
of a national conference to devise remedial 
measures. 


O’Hara’s Charge Roils Pittsburgh. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., March 22.—(Special.]—The 
statement made by Lieut. Gov. .Barratt 
O’ Hara of Illinois that Pittsburgh is one of 
the four large cities in the, ‘white slave 
ring,’’ figuring in the circle with New York, 
Philadelphia, and Chicago, has raised pro- 
tests among prominent officials in. this city. 
Among those who take exception are United 
States District Attorney John H. Jordan and 
John H. Dailey, the new director of the de- 
partment of public safety. 

“It is an unjust reflection on Pittsburgh; 
there isn’t.a city in the United States where 
the white slave, traffic is kept down as it is 
here,’’ said United, States District Attorney 
Jordan. “* The government agents keep close 
tab on the suspected white slave cases. The 
first. white slave prosecution made. in this 
country was made right here in, Pittsburgh,” 

“ There is no white slave ring in Pittsburgh 
and there never was. one,’’. Director Dalley 
said. “I -have- communications from -the 
goverhment officials complimenting the pu- 
lice department here on exterminating the 
White slave traffic.”

FIND-KLOTZ BOMB SIMILAR 
TO THOSE THAT KILLED 2 WOMEN 


Explosive That Injured Bronx, New 
York, Employe Contained Same In- 
gredients. 


New York, March 22.—[Special.]—Henry 
Klotz, the draftsman employed in the office 
of Borough President Cyrus C. Miller of the 
Bronx, who was seriously injured on Friday 
night when a bomb which he was making 
exploded in his room, may be the man who 
made and dispatched, the bombs which killed 
Grace ‘Walker and Madeline Herrera and 
shattered the apartment of Judge Otto Rosal- 
sky. 

This statement was made today by In- 
spector Owen Eagen of the bureau of com- 
bustibles. Inspector Eagen made an exam- 
ination. of the bomb which ingured Klotz and 
also of the contente of the “ powder ma- 
niac’s’’ room. 

Kiotz had ail the ingredients of which the 
earlier bornbs were composed in his little 
arsenal, Inspector EKagen said. Bottles of 
antimony, chlorate of potash, and sulphur, 
the principal chémical ingredients contained 
in the other three bombs, were found in 
Klotz's room.

** Ignorance of what should constitute a real 
marriage is the cause of many hasty mar- 
riages and the divorces resulting therefrom,’’ 
she continued. ‘‘ A devoted and uplifting love 
based on long acquaintance is the only proper 
foundation for marriage, and such an unsel- 
fish love forgives all smal) differences and 
even some great ones. 


Opposes $5 Fee Clause. 

“ Senator Madigan’s bill to charge an add'- 
tional $5 costs in each divorce case to pay 
the state’s attorney additional fees wou!d 
merely give a chance to a few hungry patri- 
ots to hold jobs as assistant state’s attorneys, 
and would put on to the injured party a heav- 
fer burden of costs. Yes, I know the decres 
will say the guilty party must pay the cos‘s, 
but in the many default cases the guilty party 
has fled, andin every case the costs must be 
advanced by the injured party. 

** Where there are indications of perjury no 
perfunctory $5 service is sufficient. No judge 
who is fit for the position needs $5 worth of 
advice or assistance in detecting perjury: 
If there be no perjury innocent parties 
should not be charged with the expense of 
inefficient service in pretending to detect it. 

“It may be true that perjury has secured 
some divorces, but the judge who suspects 
perjury is false to his oath of office if he 
grants divorces upon perjured testimony. 

“Our American Bar association has long 
urged a uniform marriage and divorce law. 
and every woman's organization should help 
this effort toward uniformity. The marriage 
etatus, the legitimacy and guardianship of 
children, and rights to property are uncer- 
tain under our present irregular and varied 
laws. 


Thinks POEs Cause. 

‘The remedy for the frequency of divorce 
is to remove the cause of divorce. One of the 
great causes of divorce is intemperance and 
this cause will exist as long as licensed sa- 
loons infest so many street corners in our 
cities. 

**Licentiousness, another cause, can be elim- 
inated only by holding up menand women to 
the same moral standard, and by segregating 
perverts behind bars, instead of letting them 
scatter disease. A health certificate should 
accompany every marriage license.

Michael Fewer, who for twenty-five years 
hes been a power in Eighteenth ward poli- 
tics, ie in a critical condition at Mercy hos- 
pital, where he has been a patient for six 
weeks. He ie suffering from Bright's dis-

“Mike” Fewer, ae he is called by those 
who know him, was more powerful politically 
than Ald. John J. Brennan, who died a short 
time ago. 

During the quarter of a century that he has 
been a leader in the Eighteenth ward he has 
made and unmede aldermen.

Fewer carried the evidence to the state's 
attorney’s office. 

An almost forgotten incident of Fewer’s 
career is the killing by him of Ald. Jeremiah 
Mulvihill of the old Seventeenth ward. Mui- 
vihill was slain by Fewer in Hussey’ ssaloon, 
Sangarion and Kinsie streets, on Jan. 26, 
1804. The slain man was alderman at the 
time. He attacked Fewer in a political argu- 
ment and the latter, who was no match for 
‘Mulvihill physically, shot him. 

Witnesses swore at the trial that Fewer’s 
life was in danger and that he shot in self- 
Gefense, He was acquitted. 

Fewer has been a saloonkeeper for twenty- 
five years. He was captain of the voting 
precinct at Washington boulevard and Ha:- 
sted street, and whichever way “ Mike Few- 
ers precinct” went so went the ward.

May Investigate Purchase. 

The committee is sald to have agreed that 
it -was the duty of the legislature which 
passed the law authorizing the machines, to 
investigate without fear or favor everything 
connected with the $940,000 purchase; also 
the election boarc’s system of housing and 
protecting the machines. 

The interest shown by the legislators gave 
rise to the report that the expected inquiry 
will not stop with the machines alone, but 
will include am investigation of the conduct 

the. office of the board of election com- 
ssioners. 

The committee members indicated that they

There seem to be three main reasons why 
work goes on as slowly at the capitol as it 
does on a government building, And the first 
reason was wished on the legislature by the 
constitution.

The senatorial situation stands in the way 
of legislation like a woman buying a tourist 
ticket at a railway window. Behind: her 
fume a hundred people, but her business must 
be transacted first. And she must do it in 
her own peculiar and uncontrolled way. 
Multiply the upreasonable and unhurriable 
woman by two—for there are two senatorial 
contests at Springfleld—and place behind her, 
instead of the shouting communters, about 
300 waiting billy, and you huve the main 
trouble at Springfield. 

; “o> i 

The laws governing the election of senators 
were devised with about as much considera- 
tion for legislation as the woman has for the 
people behind her. Promptly at 12 on every 
leBislative day the two houses must meet 
together and ballot. They can’t do it at 9 or 
10 or 11, They can’t doitat2or4oré6. They 
must do it at noon when -the work of each 
house has just gottén into full swing. By 
10:30 business has * aati in the house. By 
11:30 formalities, introductions of billa and 
resolutions are over, and real business can be 
begun. 

But just as real business hag gotten its firet 
chance the hour of 12 arrives and the senate 
with it. Two ballots are taken. They are 
slow and complicated affairs. “Members rise 
to explain their votes—which is the official 
method of explaining the other fellow’s yote 
as arule. There are bickerings and delays. 

By the time the second ballot is announced 
it ls generally 2 o’colck and some fimes later. 
And then the second great cause of dolay 
interferes. Nature takes a hand. 

Man is so constituted, as a rule, that on or 
about noon he feels a desire to fill up cer- 
tain well defined cavities in his interior with 
food, After 12 o'clock this desire increascs 
with the hours in geometrical ratio. By a 
o’clock he is unhappy. By 2 o'clock he is 
ravenous.

Doctor Testifies Interne Treat- 
ed Patrick Halpin as 
} He Prescribed. 


BODY WILL BE EXHUMED, 


Absence of Coroner’s Physician 
Causes Postponement of 
the Hearing. 


The body of Patrick Halpin, who died last 
month at the Wesley hospital two days after 
he went there for treatment of . his, eyes, 
probably wilt be exhumed. Evidence taken 
at the inquest yesterday apparently served 
to make the case more confusing. 

Dr. Charles A. Enliott, attending physician, 
testified the mixture of morphine, ergot, and 
hyoscin, which Moses Nielgon, an interne, 
declared ‘on Friday he had administered on 
hie own responsibility, was given under order 
of the attending physician. : ; 

The doctor added: the ‘mixture ‘could. not 


have caused ..the arsenical poisoning, thé 


story of which started. the: inquest, for .the 
reason none of the drugs contains arsenic, 

Coroner’s Ph¥ysician Joseph Springer, who 
said he found traces of arsenic, was not pres- 
ent, and the inquest: had. to be continued 
again, this time until April 4. In the mean- 
time Deputy Coroner George Webster, facing 
the array of varying facts, declared the body 
would have to be exhumied, and said he would 
discuss this with Voroner’ Hoffman. 

“ Halpin. went to Dr. Brown) Pusey for 
treatment for his eyes,” Dr. EMiott testified. 
“I was asked to take care of the medical 
aspect of the case, and as ‘attending phyat- 
clan at the hospital I gave Dr. Nielson in- 
structions. At 8 o’clock the night before 
‘Halpin died Dr. Nielson told me Halpin wae 
becoming delirious and noigy. I told him to 
administer morphine, hyoscin, and ergot, as 
I had diagnosed the case as being without 
any aah a 1 nee of delirium tremens.”

Unwilling te Interfere with Internal 
Affairs of the Orient.

Weshington. D. C., March 22.—President 


“Wileon’s recent statement withdrawing the 


ald of this government from what was popu- 
lariy known as “the six power loan ” does 
not mean the retirement of the United States 
from participation in far eastern diplomacy. 

The president today talked about China 
{informally with some of his callers, among 
them George Bronson Rea, technical secre- 
tary of the railway.commission empowered 
by the Chinese provisional government to 
construct 10,000 miles of trunk railways in 
China. 

Mr. Rea explained to the president that 
without the aid of the United States gov- 
ernment American capital had been enlisted 
in the railway enterprise, but it was desirable 
to know how far the United States would go 
in protecting what Mr. Rea termed “ honor- 
able contracts between American business 
men and the Chinese government,” independ- 
ent of political connection. 


Wilson to Move with Caution. 
The president asked Mr. Rea to prepare and 


submit to him a memorandum and promised 


to study the question carefully. 

Mr. Rea pointed out that the objectionable 
features of the six power loan project, to 
which China itself had objected, were those 
which concerned the internal administration 
of China, and seid his relations with Sun Yat 
Ben and the Chinese republic were such that 
he knew the action of President Wilson had 
met with approval in China. 

Mr. Wilson indicated that the development 
of the administration’s policy toward China 
would be gradual and well measured. That 
there was no intention of withdrawing the 
potential influence for protection which this 
government has exerted in respect of Ching, 
and that the Wileon administration would 
make a vigorous effort to prothote American 
trade interests in the orient was the im- 
preasion gathered by some of the president's 
callers, 


For Integrity of China.~ 

The president’s viewpoint, it was said, is 
that the United States would be ina far bet- 
ter position to help preserve the integrity of 
China by remaining outside of any particular 
agreements which might have for their object 
a voice in China’e political future than by 
actual participation. 

The Wileon edminictration thinks ft can 
be of more actual service to Chine as a dis- 
interested friend than as an ambitious part- 
ner in any loan agreement which by its terms 
might bind the United States to future pro- 
grame of the powers with respect to China. 

That a pronouncement might be made soon 
by President Wilson, setting forth the hopes 
of this government for a share in the trade 
and commerce of the new republic through 
whet it believes more legitimate means, ts 
hinted at im official circles.

“The governments of the great powers 
take note with satisfaction of the acceptance 
of their mediation by the allied states, and 
point out to them that before the discussion of 
the terms of peace is begun it is for the 
powers to formulate their viewe as to the 
basis of negotiations to be adopted. 

“The great powers are of the opinion thas 
they should be as follows: 

“1. The frontier of the Ottoman empire in 
Europe shall start at Enos, and following 
the course of the Maritz river and then that 
of the Engene, shall end at Midia. Al terri- 
tories situated to the w of this line shall 
be ceded by Turkey to the aiiied states, with 
the exception of Albania, the delimitation of 
which shall be fixed by the powers. 

“2. The question of the M##gean Islende shall 
be settled by the powers. 

“8. Turkey shall abandon all claim te 
Crete. 

‘4. The powers cannot favorably entertain 
the demand for indemnity, but they will ad- 
mit the allies to participate in the discussiong 
of the international commission for an 
equitable settlement of this participation in 
the Ottoman debt and in the financial charges 
of the districts to be handed over to them 
Turkey is to be asked to take part in the 
labors of this commission.

Envoys Confer in London, 
LONDON, March 22:—The new crisisin the 
Balkans led today to the instant recall from 
their Easter vacations of the ambassadors ig 
London of the European powers.

These Judas figures are made as ugly as 
possible. They have ropes attached to them 
and they are dragged about the streets. 

They are knocked about this way and that 
until their owners have sufficiently shown 
‘their disgust and contempt. 


Often Hang Across Streets. 

They are then taken up.and hung. Some- 
times a rope is stretched across the street. 
from the second story windows of the houses 
on the opposite sides,.in such a way that 
Judas hangs from the middle, and at others 
a flag staff is put out with Judas at the 
end of it. Both children and grownups 
mob the effigy, throwing stones at it or pelt- 
Ang it. with mud. 

Some of these Jucas. figures are stuffed 
with candles and presents for the children, 
but in such cases they are usually hung 
inside the patios or courts cf the houses, 
‘where the little ones can keep the sweets 
for themselves. Thére are also merchants 
who hang Judases above their stores, the 
figures being filled with articles of one kind 
er other. When the explosion occurs the 
contents are scattered over the sidewalk, 
and the crowd fights for them. 


Lent Rigidly Observed. 

Easter Sunday is popular here on account 
of the rigid way in which the Mexicans cele- 
brate Lent. During that time all festivities 
are prohibited. The church will not per- 
ferm the ceremonies of marriage, and al! of 
the women put off their fine clothes and wear 
only black. Even the churches are clad 
in black and the gorgeous altars have sable 
maniles over their beautiful decorations of 
gold, silver, and lace. Every good Chris- 
tian is supposed to go to church, and a/l of 
the women and the Indians do so. The 
church bells ring from morning till night, 
and they awaken me before daybreak by 
their din. 

This continues until Palm Sunday, when 
the Indians bring in palms by the thou- 
sands and crosses. woven of palms, are 
everywhere sold. Some of these crosses 
are from six to ten feet in length, and some 

so small that you can wave them in 
your hands. Some are not more than two 
inches wide, being made of the finest fibers 
of palm. Others are of whole leaves and 
often a single large palm cross will sell for 
$5. These palms are blessed by the priests 
and are carried home to be tied to the front 
balconies, there to remain until the next 


Palm Sunday.

Good Friday has its own special services 
and in the afternoon and evening of that de~ 
the churches will be dark and the worshi,- 
ere will engage in silent prayer.

Tax on Mines Builds Churches. 

There is a chureh at Chthuahua which was 
built through a tax of 25 cents on every pound 
of silver produced in that neighborhood, and 
this church cost $600,000. In Zacatecas the 
cathedral was erected out of a tax levied on 
the silver mines under the city; and its in- 
come was £0 great that Europe was ran- 
sacked for pictures and ornaments to deco- 
rate it. It has a font of solid silver, which 
cost more than $50,000, and in Spanish times 
the church was ablaze with gold and silver 
candelabra and with cloths of woven gold. 

Another church tn Zacatecas had an altar 
of gold, and one at Queretaro hada gold altar 
which was burned by the French. The Span- 
jards gave their jewels and gold to deco- 
rate the cathedral at the Mexican capital, 
and they presented ornaments worth about 
$2,000,000, while the cathedral itself cost an 
equa! amount to build. 

There is a cathedral at Puebla which cost 
$1,500,000, and in which $100,000 has been 
spent on the altar. It is said to be the most 
beautiful church on the continent. Guada- 
lajara has a cathedral covering about an acre 
which was completed about 300 years ago. It 
hag been almost destroyed by earthquakes 
in the past. The dome of that church was 
onee shattered by lightning and when a

After the deposition and flight of the Ba- 
varian born King Otho the Grecian throne 
went begging. It was declined in turn by 
King Edwerd's sailor brother, Prince Alfred, 
Duke of Edinburgh and Coburg, by séveral 
scions of continental royalty, and by the 
sixteenth Earl of Derby, whore forbears had 
been kings of the Isle of Man. 


Demanded Finances for King. 

It was finally accepted by the then crown 
prince of Denmark, afterwarde Christian IX. 
of thet country, for his second son, Prince 
William, then serving as a midshipman on 
an English man of war and who was maat- 
headed as a penalty for some boyish delin- 
quency when the representatives of the Hel- 
lenic nation arrived on board to intimate to 
him that he had been elected king of Greece. 

His father, however, was a cautious men. 
Aware of the condition of the national treas- 
ury ‘at Athens, of the absence of any kind 
of cra@it abroad, and of the fact that Greeks 
were apt to regard the demand for payment 
of taxes in the light of a personal ineult, he 
insisted that his gon,,who had no money of 
his own, should be aggured of at least a cer- 
taly annuity ase from the civil list pay- 
‘able to the crown. 


Powers Paid $60,000 Annually. 

“The great powers chiefly interested in the 
maintenance of law and order at Athens, 
England, France, and Russia,

King George 1. he'was 
without any personal resources, while his 
father, who did not succeed until some time 
afterward to the crown of Denmark, was :n 
extremely straitened circumstances, 

King George nad not only died very rich, 
but managed to provide for his children in 
such a fashion that he could leave the bulk 


of his fortune to his eldest son. His only . 


daughter ‘is married to Grand Duke, George 
Michaelaiovitch, one of the wealthiest scions 
of the reigning house, of. Russia... 

One of his sons, Prince Nicholas, has as 
wife the only daughter of Grand Duke Viadi- 
mir, who has a big allowance from the im- 
perial Russian treasury,-and also large pri- 
vate means; while. King George's sailor aon, 
Prince George, is married to Marie Bona- 
parte, who through her mother has inherited 
one-third of the ownership of the great pub- 
lic gambling tables: at’ Monte Carlo; from 
which she and her husband derive enormous 
revenues.

Averill estate property at the northwest cor- 
ner of Wabash avenue and Van Buren street 
The deal has not actually been closed, but 
itt is understood all the terms have been ar- 
ranged, the purchase price, it is said, being 
around $800,000. 

It is said the closing of the deal has been 
delayed owing to the fact that Mrs. John C, 
Grant, wife of Prof. Grant of the Harvard 
school, one of the Averill heirs, is abroad, 
and the deed had to be sent for her signa-' 
ture. It is expected to reach Chicago on ites 
return in a few days, when the deal, it is 
expected, will be formally closed. The other 
heir is Mrs. Erastus Foote of Chicago, wife 
of the president of the Fort Dearborn Foun- 
dry company. Both were nieces of Mrs. 
eA verill. 

The property fronts 106 feet on Wabash 
avenue and 100 feet on Van Buren street. 
and is improved with a four story and base- 
ment building, which was remodeled at an 
expense of about $50,000 about three years 
ago by the Wexford company, the present 
lessee of the property, and is now known as 
the Wexford building. 

About four years ago the property was 
leased by the Averill heirs to Timothy J. 
McDermott of De Kalb for twenty-five years 
at a net annual rent of $25,000. He subso- 
quently assigned the lease to the Wexford 
company, in which he is interested. 

The board of review valued the property at 
$782,535, the land being valued at $752,535 
and the building at $30,000, 


; 
Stewarts Get Long Lease. 

The only other deal in the central district 
was the lease by the Lambegt free estate to 
Will T. and Pritchard Stewart of the land at 
744 South Clark street, 75x101 feet, east front, 
fifty feet north of Polk street. The lease is for 
ninety-nine years, at an annual rent of $1,200

The west side developed an important trans-

T is, after all, a better thing to cater te 


the multitude than te the book worn. 
Those who are so fond of attacking the 
method amployed by all successful pro- 
ducers of Shakspeare maintein that it. ip 
only for the’sake of truckilng to a vulgar 
public that elaberate mounting, accuracy of 
historical detail, and a genera! beauty of set- 
ting are employed in these productions. I 


‘claim that it is to fulfill his own artistic am- 


bition that the actor presents the plays of 
Shalespeare in the manner in which they 
alone can be successful. Even were the pyb- 
lic gatistied with.a more siipshod presenta- 
tion, ‘the manager would still give them ip 


the manmer in which they crystalize in his 


artistic vision. { will go further, and declare 


that the ggeatest value of Shakepearean pro- ; 


ductions lies in the point of view of those who 
present his works. But for this creative or 
recreative work it would be infinitely prefer- 
able to read them only in the study. 

Re 


Wvery artist seizes to the full the oppor- 
tunities which his generation affords him, 
and we have ample knowledge that Shake- 
peare himself availed himself of all the aide 
which his own time was capable of lending 
him. There is another aspect that, I belleve, 
has not hitherto been touched upon—it is the 
appropriate surroundings on the 
actor himself. How can hig imagination 
have full play if it is not helped by the inspir- 
ing aids of the modern theater? Much jargon 
ig talked about symbolisminart. Symbolism 
has its proper place, but I do not think it is 
largely applicable to Shakespeare, 

-~o 

I believe in simplicity. a certain dignified 
economy of effects in such plays as “ Mac- 
beth "I have already employed such meth- 
ods in the presentation of “‘ Hamlet "but in 
such plays as “ Julius Caesar " it is, I believe, 
absolutely necessary to bring before the au- 
dience the age and body of the time. It Is 
better in the latter instance to give a pre- 
sentation of the Forum rather than of Leal- 
cester square, especially as it costs no more 
to paint the one than it does to pain the other. 
The critic sitting at a play sees often only the 
arclismology, the technique that is employed, 
and it may, therefore, be irritating or dis- 
tracting to him. Notsothepublic. Theaids 
to Niusion are only stimulating te their 
imagination, as they are incidentally helpful 
to thelr knowledge of history. The great 
business of the producer—and by this stand- 
ard must he be judged—is to bring out the 
humanity of Shakspeare—the most human 
of all writers. I was asked the other day 
why I thought Wolsey’s fal! was written by 
Brion ane net vy another or others.

Shakepeare 
‘had won the sympathy for his character by 


sheer humanity, Up te this point Wolsey 
has not won the audience to big side. But 
suddenly he is transformed by the magic 
wand of the poet, and we feel for him asa 
mab—a martyr, Mark this trick of Shak- 
are s. In\most of. hig great characters— 
King Lear, Shylock, Richard II., Macbeth, he 
employs it.

The theater, I repeat, must appeal to the 
multitude, and the hearts of a niultitude tick 
in unison.

The library is done in Spanish mahogany 
and the walls decorated with embosse3 
green leather. It holds only a few sporting 
prints, a considerable number of reference 
books and current magazines. — It is, in fact, 
the room I use most, with the exception of 
the. bedroom. It has often occurred to me 
that the friends I admire most have always 
a great interest in their books—and Lam glad 
that this is so. It shows one is not alto- 
gether an aimless vagabond. 

All these rooms are heated by open fire- 
places in the English style. I must say that 
I prefer watching an ofen grate to the Amer- 
ican system of radiators and hot air pipes. 
Even in the coldest of weather I find my 
rooms comfortably heated, and I would.not 
for a moment tolerate the exceasive and 
devitalising overheating which one finds in 
so many houses across the *‘ puddle.”

By the proper revision of our road laws 
let these sums, totaling $4,000,000, which we 
are now raising inthe townships. be assessed 
by the county for the improvement of the 
main roads. To this sumi of $4,000,000 let 
the state of Illinois, by appropriation or 
otherwise, add $3,500,000, which would give 
us our aforesaid tétal of $7,500,000.

Now, how much would this state appropria- 
tion of $3,500,000 add to our present taxes? 
The assessed valuation of all the property 
in this state for the year 1912 is approxt- 
mately $2,400,000,000, and with the usual in- 

crease for the following ten years would 
give about $2,900,000,000 by 1922. This figure 
would be the average for the twenty years. 
To raise $3,500,000 on an assessed.valuation 
of $2,900,000,000 would require a tax of 12 
cents per $100 of assessed valuation. This

Wolverines, and they also are wondering if 
the demand that the boycott rule be re- 
scinded was not placed in the resolution 
adopted by the board with the idea in view 
that the conference never would agree to it. 
It is said that this section of the resolutions 
was introduced by Judge Murfin, a member 
of the board who always has been opposed 
to returning to the western body, and it is 
understood that he introduced it only after it 


became certain that the vote for conference 


return would be favorable. 


‘Never Rescind Boycott? 

After the meeting Judge Murfin gave out a 
statement in which he said members of the 
alumni have been holding conferences with 
members of the board in control of the con- 
ference colleges and that they are satisfied 
from what they learned at these meetings 
that the western governing body never would 
agree to rescind the boycott rule. 

Athletic Director Bartelme said tonight 
that he approached a return |to the confer- 
ence with fear and tremblisg, but feels that 
the demand of students and members of the 
alamni for western competition ought to be 
satisfied. 


MAROONS APPROVE MOVE. 

Prof. Albion W. Small, University of Chi- 
cago representative on the western confer- 
ence, was pleased with the announcement 
that Michigan had voted to return. He 
thought action by the " Big Nine ’’ would not 
be taken until the Jume meeting unless the 
president saw fit to call a special session be- 
fore that time, 

“Tt always have favored the return of 
Michigan,”’ said Dean Smal! last night, “’ but 
heretofore we could not conscientiously take 
the Ann Arbor school back unless it upheld 
the conference rules. The only question 
concerng?t the matter of faculty control, and 
until 1 learn definitely how ‘Michigan's ath- 
leticos are handled I would not care to makea 
further statement.” 

At all conference schools the control of 
athietics is in the hands of the faculty with 
two to four students as members of that 
board. The seme conditions exist at Michi- 
gah, with the president of the ey 
holding the power of veto.

“Right there is one of the tremendous ad- 
vantages of being a boy in a business. A 
boy, you know, usually gets to help in a big 
variety of work.

even though he actually does start at the 


bottom after leaving college! 

. “Phat is one reason why so mary execu- 
tives now high up tn various bus'nesses were 
at one time errand boss, running here and 
there and getting a practical, though perhaps 
not thorough, familiarity with many phases 
of the business—a chance to study and to 
imitate the methods and manners of the big. 
successful men in the business. 

“Yet relatively few boys appreciate their 
opportunity of gaining a general knowledge 
before they are promoted to real jebs—where 
their work becomes more and more special- 
ized on one thing. I think it is a mistake for 
any young men to let himself be plastered in 
an isolated corney of some big business doing 
one little thing day in and day out without 


knowing where the work he does come from 
er whither k goes when he has done it.

Breaking In New Help. 
“Buch « condition is aiso in part the fault

)} Fire Escape. 

An Ohio inventor has patented a fire escape 
of the drum and rope variety, which is very 
ingenious, The main trouble with the aver- 
age fire escape of this type is to govern the 
speed of descent after one grabs the rope and 
drops. In the Ohio ‘man’s device, which is 
fastened to a window Somewhat in the man- 


ner shown, the drum woynd -with-the rope at 
D has on one end a larger brake wheel, or 
pulley, P. The rope from the drum, D, goes 
down to’a pulley. below (which is fastened to 
the cross ‘bar the man escaping holds on to), 
up from this around the brake pulley, P,ané 
éown to fasteh at F. Thus the weight of the 
man hanging on the rope pulls it tight on the 
pulley, P, and “ brakes’ it,.the.- braking 
effect depending on the weight of the man, 
Thus the speed of descent is regulated -auto- 
matically by. the weight using the device,

has recently been made manager of 
one of the departments for Morris &

He had a vision beyond the general 
offices where he was employed.

City born and ofty raised, when he entered 
the employ of a packing firm he made it 
potnt to get an insight into stock raising it- 
self. For his own good he wanted to know 
about the business from its beginning. That 
is how, though plugging away: at his desk, 
he happened to know about conditions outin 
Oklahoma in 1911. 

That year in the rich southwestern state 
the farmers had placed their faith in corn 
and that year ea drouth had spoiled the crops. 
As &@ consequence, the farmers were com- 
pelled to take all their stock to market, be 
sides sending millions of dollars to other 
states for feed. A story went the rounds in 
that section at the time that every time a 
bank examiner issued a call to the state 
banks, the bankers called in a veterinary to 
examine their assets; in many instances they 
hed more stock in their back yards than they 
had dollars in their treasuries. 

Many of the farmers head bad plenty ef 
money to start with and had begun with well 
bred stook, which, during 1911, waeall rushed 
off to market. In many instances the little 
pigs that were shipped were so emall that 
they got through*the cracks in the scale 
gates. 

‘Then 1912 came along—an excellent year for 
corn in the state. Alfalfa and other crops 
were in ‘splendid condition ‘and the result 
was that the market was oversupplied with 
farm products. Quite naturally the Okia- 
home farmers couldn't get the price for thetr 
stuff that it was really worth and the bottom 
fell out of the hay and corn market. Yet 
there. was no live stock because of the deple- 
tion of the year before.

La Bart Kept Himself Posted. 

What has this to do with young La Bart's 
promotion, you ask. Just this, At his desk 
in the Chicago general offices of Morris & 
Co. at the stockyards he made it a point to 
know what the conditions in Oklahoma wero 
and he pondered over them. Morris & Co. 
is one of the two companies having packing 
houses in Oklahoma City. There is some- 
thing Mke_ $9,000,000 invested in the stock- 
yerds there. And because of conditions 
a wasn't enough stock to keep them go- 
ng. 

In 1912 Morris & Co, high receipts in Okla- 
homa City were 200,226; in ID21 they were 
$28,381, a difference of 128,155: The rail- 
roads found their equipment wes. not being 
used enough. The reports from-the banks 
were none too encouraging. It waa recog- 
nized that conditions were sérious. The 
various interests, working separately, tried 
to find some methed- to maintain a better 
balance of conditions and preserve some- 
thing nearer a profitable standard for all 
concerned. Then the Rock Island rallroad 
announced it was going to investigate conii- 
tions and discuss with the Oklahoma farmers 
~jmany of whom had settled on small gov- 
ernment land tracts—the advisability of 
raising those crops that would grow every 
year practically independent of drought.

Opportunity Is Grasped. 
Having made himself familiar with Okla- 
homa conditions, and learning of the Rock 
Igland’s proposition, young La Bart believed 
he saw his opportunity. He sought an-inter- 
view with the officials of his company and 
requested that he be commissioned to go on 
the trip and talk to the packers from the 
packers’ standpoint. The officials were’ in- 
terested, They ‘wanted to know from La 
Bart what he knew about conditions in Okla- 
homa and what theories he hed for bettering 
them.

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Its Mountains Give Oregon Tes Climates | 


HE Cascade range of mountains divides 
Oregon into two sections, in which 


| climatic conditions are entirely dif- : 


erent. West of the mountains the cli- 

mate is humid, the rainfall averaging 
from 40 inches annwally in the interior-val- 
leys to over 100 inches along the coast. The 
rain does not fall in heavy downpours, but 
ratber in gentle showers of long duration. 
The rainy season lasts, with intervals, from 
October to May. There is little snow. The 
winters are open, there is green grass all the 
year round, and plowing is practicable nearly 
every month in the year. Throughout che 
summer months little rain falls, but the heat 
ig never excessive, and the nights are always 
cool. The growing season is about nine 
months in duration. 

Eastern Oregon is more arid. The rainfall 
averages from 10 to 20 inches annually, main- 
ly in the spring and fall. The temperatute 
is higher in summer and lower in winter 
than in western Oregon, but the dryness of 
the atmosphere modifies both extremes. The 
growing season is somewhat shorter than 
in the western part of the state. 


Of the 45,502 farms in the state, 6,669, or 


14.7 per cent, were reported as irrigated in 
1900. The area reported as irrigated in 
1900 was 686,129 acres, or 16.1 per cent of the 
improved land in farms. The area to which 
enterprises existing in 1910 were capable of 
supplying water was 830,526 acres, and the 
total area included in existing projects com- 

pleted or under way in 1910 was 2,527,208 
acres, as indicated in facts taken, from e 
booklet on the agricultural opportunities of 
the state issued by the bureau of immigra- 
tion of the United States department of 
labor. 

‘The leading field crops of the state in the 
order of their importance, as judged by 
value, are hay and forage, $16,226,000; 
wheat, $10,849,000; oats, $5,037,000; hops, 
$2,839,000; potatoes, $2,000,000; and barley, 
(1,513,000, 

* * 


Soil Rich as Holland's. 

In 1910 hay and forage was raised on near- 
ly three-fourths of all the farms reporting, 
the crop averaging 1.68 tons to the acre, 
valued at $16.20. Thirty per cent of the farms 
grew oats, yielding 32.1 bushels to the acre, 
worth $14.85. Wheat averaged 163 bushels 
an acre, or $14.22. Corn yielded 26.1 bushels, 
of a value of $17.96 per acre. Potatoes aver- 
aged 109 bushels to the acre, valued at $47.41, 
while hops yielded 761.7 pounds per acre, 
valued at $130.40. Of every 100 farmers, 72 
report hay and forage; 55, potatoes; 80, dats; 


8, corn; 7, barley; and 2, hops. 

During the ten year period 1900-1910 do- 
mestic animals, poultry, and bees combined 
increased in value $25,545,000, or 75.3 per 
cent. Over nine-tenthe of this gain is re- 
ported for the ree leading classer—horses, 
cattle, and sheep. The greatest actual ad- 
vance occurred in the value of horses and 
colts, amounting to $16,580,000, and the sec- 
ond’ largest increase, $4,650,000, was in the 
value of sheep and lambs. The value of cat- 
tle increased $2,406,000. Mules and mule 
colts show the largest relative increase, 
amounting to $868,000. Swine increased $514, - 
000 and poultry increased $485,000. 

The coast counties of Oregon are, second 
Netherlands as regards fertility ger soil, 
with green pastures all the year round and 
splendid facilities for dairying. A big in- 
dustry has been bullt up in the Oregon coast 
country, but the future possibilities are un- 
limited. The western slopes of the coast 
range are heavily timbered,.but the valleys 
have been cleared of timber and dairy farms 
are replaeing the forests. There are great 
opportunities throughout this region for the 
dairyman in particular. The fertility of the 
soil surprises one with the great vegetable 
and hay crops raised. 

Many prefer to buy outright farme that are 
improved and neer to reilroads and towns 
rather than to settle on vacant land and de- 


- velop it from its raw state to the point of 


productivity. This may be done in any part 
of the state. The prices are of course de- 
pendent upen location, soll, and the amount 
of improvement. The figures probably range 
from $6 to $10 per acre for rough stump land 
up to $2,500 pér acre for some of the most 
highly improved orchard properties. 

If brought within the scope of an irriga- 
tion project eastern Oregon land immediate- 
ly becomes valuable and $200 an acre is not 
considered an excessive price. Without water 
it is worth perhaps $10 to $25 an acre. Rail- 
road development is now going on in central 
Oregon and the completion of this work will 
bring transportation facilities to a territory 
heretofore largely neglected and will attract 
@ great many settlers. 

* 8 ‘ 
Garden Spot of the Continent. 

Outside of the Columbia valley, which is 
cut up by smaller valleys, the Willamette 
Valley is the principal one of the state. It 


is one of the garden spots of the continent. 


It lies between the Cascade and coast ranges 
ef mountains and extends about 150 miles 
north and south and averages probably 
sixty miles wide. It contains 5,126,0-. acres 


and nearly the wheal of nine counties. 

Inclusive of the foothills, it has about 
4,000,000 acres of prodmctive soil, which, al- 
lowing fifty acres to the family, means that 
it could support about 80,000 families, or three 
to four times its present population. The 
estimate of fifty acres per familly is a liberal 
one, for a ving can be made for a family ona 
much smalier faim, as the land is rich and 
produ ttive. : 

South of the Willamette valley is the Ump- 
qua valley, noted fer the excellence of its 
fruits and vegetables. This valley lies in 
Douglas county and is credited with 98,360 
acres of tillable land and 1,457,971 acres of 
untillable. The Rogue River vailey is in the 
extreme southern part of the state and is 
noted for its peaches, pears, apples, grapes, 
and other fruits. An idea of its producing 
capecity may be gained from the tillable 
acres of Jackson and Josephine counties. 
The former has a tillable area of 87,007 acres 
and the latter of 18,745 acres. 

Along the northern border of the state, the 
Hood River valley is the first of any conse- 
quence after leaving Portland. The valley is 
small, but it has made a great name for itself 
in fruit srqwing. Its apples and strawberries 
are knows in the markets of the world for 
their excellence. Land is naturally high in 
price, but the fruit specialist think it a 
favorable investment. : 

One of the best and most allernetive valleys 
of eastern Oregon is that of Grande Ronde. 
Thie han an area of 800,000 acres; of which 
one-half is tillable. This section is noted fer 
ite fruits, hay, cattle, and grain. 

The Deschutes valley is practically divided 
into three sections, ‘the upper being thirty 
by ten miles, the central section thirty by 


- forty miles, and the Agency Plains sections 


twenty-five by seven miles. This valley is 
now entered by railroads along both sides 
of the Deschutes river, and a large number 
of homesteaders are now headed: that way. 
Several irrigation projects are under way, 
towns are building, and the population is in- 
creasing rapidly. It seems best fitted for 
grain.and live stock, large areas of sage brush 


. land being found to raise good wheat crops. 


The chief inducements for the settler are 
a favorable climate, good soil, and good prices 
for almost every prod@uct of the farm: Pro- 
duction falls short of the demand and great 
quantities of butter, eggs, poultry, and live 
stock come here from the middie west farms, 
while vegetables are still shipped here from 
California. There is not the slightest ex- 
cuse for this except that the people have 
turned their attention to other activities here 
rather than to tilling the soil.

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‘California the 


HE climate of California varies greatly, 
according to the altitudes of the differ- 
em sections of the state, distance from 
the sea, and latitude. The slant of the 
numerous deep valleys determines the 

direction of the prevailing winds. Thenearer 
the sea, the more even is the temperature 
the year round; while farther eastward, as 
in the great San Joaquin end Sacramento val- 
leys, the winters are colder and the summers 
warmer than on the coaet. 

Generally speaking, except im the high 
Sierras, the state ise chararterized by mild 
winters and a rainy and @ dry season. The 
rainy. season extends from November to 
April, but most of the rain felis in February 
and March. The normal annual rainfall of 
the state ranges from twe te three inches in 
the southeast corner to sixty inches in the 
northwest corner. Except in the scoutheast- 
ern part of the state, there is sufficient rain- 

li for raiaing grain crops without irrigation, 

ut irrigation is peastiene to some omens, 
throughout the state. — 

California jendia teen t teak town bud 
twelfth in popufation in the United States. 
The elevation ranges from sea level along the 


. Western coast and in portions of the intertor 


Valleys to altitudes in excess of 14,000 feet 
in the Sierra Nevada mountains. The rugged 
masses of the Coast Range mountains prac- 
tically parallel the emtire coast of the state. 
From the vicinity of San Francisco south- 
werd to San Diego there are deep mountain 
valleys and low. sloping, or nearly level 
coasial plain areas. The solls of Anese areas 
range from heavy claylike “ adobe ™ eoilg.to 
sandy and gravelly loame. 

The great centrel valley of California lies 
between the Coast Range and the Sierra 
Nevada mountains. The northern portion of 
this valley constitutes the basin of the Sec- 
ramento river, while the southern portion 
constitutes the basin of the San Joaquin. 
The valley is every where practically uniform 
es regards its physical features. The sofis 
immediately along the rivers ere usually 
heavy clays and clay leama, constituting the 
overflow land and river food plains. These 
are bordered along the foothills by loame, 
edobes, sandy loama, and sandy and gravelly 
gcils, giving great variety in soil charecter- 
ietics and in resultant crop adaptation. 

There is practically no agriculture between 
the Sierra Nevada ranges aside from grazing. 
The portion of the state to the east of this 
region lies principally within the great dDasin, 
and mountain chains are interspersed with 
valleys whose floors are gravelly end sandy 
aciis. 


In the portion of this region in the ex- 


treme northern part of the state the soll is 
largely composed of laves and volcanic ash 
from numerous extinct volcanoes.. Within 
this region certain valieys are being re- 
* g@laimed for agricultural uses. 

In the extreme southern part of the state 


is a deep arid valley, some portions of || | 


which are below sea level. The soils are 
clays, sands, and sandy loams.

Land of Fruit and Flowers. 


$2,687,000; hops, $1,731,000; corn, $1,077,000. 
and Kaffir corn and milo maize, $726,000. 

Among the sundry crops, dry edible beans, 
potatoes, and hops are of importance. It is 
worthy of note that three of the nine prin- 
cipale crops, as measured by value, fall 
within ¢his class. Dry edible beans have an 
‘acreage more than one-eighth as great as 
barley, the leading cereal, end a value more 
than one-third as great. Potatoes, with an 
acreage of but little more than one-twentieth 
that of barley, show a value considerably 
more than one-fourth as great. Hops, with 
a emell acreage, show a value over one- 
tenth that of barley. 

California is one of the most important 
fruit growing states in the union, says a 
bulletin on the agricukura) opportunities of 
the state issued by the bureau of immigre- 
tion of the United States depariment of 
labor. Grapes of all kinds, including the 
raisin grape, are grown in vast quantities 
in the big San Joaquin valley, notably in 
the vicinity of Fresno. The Santa Clara 
valley is noted for Ke prunes and apricots. 
In the Pajaro valley appies are successfully 
grown. Southern California is famous for 
its citrus fruite, and oranges have been suc- 
cessfully grewn' im the north in the shelter 
of the foothills of the Sierras. Stone fruits, 


such as cherries and peaches, do well in the 


Napa valley, while olives, figs, walnuts, and 
almonds are grown in meny of the southern 
and central valleys. 

Truck gardening is an important industry 
about San Francisco bay, as is the growing 
of sugar beets in the Salinas valley, and in 
the Sacramento vatiey much asparagus is 
raised. 

During the ten year period 1900-1910 the 
combined value ef domestic animals, poul- 
try, and bees increased $60,207,000, or 89 6 
per cent. Over four-fifths of this gain is in 
the two classes—cattle and horses. The 
greatest advance, both absolute and relative, 
occurred. in the value of ‘horses, the abso- 
lute increase being $20,264,000, and the rela- 
tive 163.0 per cent. Cattle are now the most 


‘important class of live stock in the state, 


having increased in valve during the same 
period $20,130,000, or 61.6 per cent. The 
rumber of fowls on California farms in- 
creased from 4,196,466 in 1900 to 6,087,287 In 
1910, or 4.1 per cent, while their vatue 
shows an increase of 102.1 per cent. The in- 
crease in the number of fowls was confined 
almost entirely to chickens. 

There are lands in private ownership for 
sale. Prices range from $5 for unimproved 
pasture land in the hill districts to $500 and 
sometimes as much as $2,000 per acre for 
improved fruit land in the Santa Clara val- 
ley or for orange lands in southern Califor-

«Suitable Land for Oranges. 
. “im selecting land suitable for orange cul- 
ture these facts should be taken into consid- 
c.~tion: There should be a reasonable cer- 


tainty that the land ts not visited by winds, , 


and frost; and, just as a southern exposure is 
preferable for a house, so it is for an orange 
grove, but-it is far from essential. Lands 
backed on the north by high hills and mdéun- 
taine are especially desirable. Many orange 
growing communities have been establiched 
on such lands, but as these localities have 
come largely into Cemand for residential pur- 
poses, the bare land commands ae good price. 
For a radius of thirty miles or more about 
Los Angeles the country ie covered with a 
network: of electric railways, and its conse- 
quent accessibility has appreciably raised its 
value. However, suitable land for orange 
culture can still be secured in rurai commun!- 
ties tm southern California for from $200 to 
$500 per acre, depending wpon iocality and 
soil. Soll favorable for orange growing varies 
from a light, disintegrated granite to a heavy, 
dark loam. The subsoil is as important as the 
surface. Hardpan should be evoilded, or 
strate of sand and gravel. 

“ & buyer should take great care to see 
that there is attached to the land a weter eup- 
ply sufficient for irrigation when. the grove 
he intends planting shall have come into full 
bearing. That'such a supply exists and that 
ita use shall be secured to him for years to 
come should be matters of searching inquiry 
before purchase of land for crange growing.

A booklet issued by the Yamhill County De- 
velopment league, composed of comshercial 
organizations in different towns of the coun- 
ty, has the following to say of Newberg and 
vicinity :

Discharged but Once! 

Editor of the. Worker's Magazine: To be 
discharged for inefficiency is one of the 
greatest humiliations that a worker can ex- 
perience. I suffered this disgrace but once in 
my career, but this incident contributed more 
to my later success than any other influence. 
The humiliation was accentuated by reason 
of the fact that my misfortune was due en- 
tirely to my own carelessness, and the utter 
lack of all the essentials that make men suc- 
cessful. During the three months! tramped | 
the streets looking for employment the fact 
was brought home to me many times that 
the world despises an incompetent. Men who 
have been placed in a position similar to 
mine will recognize whatI mean. . 

About fifteen years ago I was employed at 
the headquarters of one of the big rafiroad 
systems ae a stenographic clerk. My work 
was light and my surroundings pleasant. I 
was satisfied with myself and my position. 
As I had never been severely censired for 
poor work or for any other cause I meade the 


mistake of assuming thet my services were 


satisfactory. It never occurred to me to 
make myself proficient in any Une of work 
in the office except my own, and the fact 
of the matter was I had no Inclination in thet 
direction. After being with the system about 
three years I had little or no knowledge of its 
principal connections, rates, equipment, earn- 
ings, or policiea The reason for this was 
thet I had given practically all of my atten- 
tion to social affairs and sporting events, and 
none to the business of the road which paid 
my salary. ~ | 

My downfall came about In thie way. Bob

Washington Inviting to Mankind. 


HE mountains help by their influence 
on scenery and climate to make the 
state of Washington unusually invit- 
ing to mankind. The Olympic range, 


to the west of the Puget sound basin. 


and the Cascades, nearly peraliel wih them, 
extend from the northern, to the southern 
boundary of the state, dividing it into what 
is known as eastern and western Washing- 
ton. ° 

On account of its proximity to the Pacific 
ocean the state of Washington enjoys severe! 


kinds of climate, all of which have proved | 


pleasant and well suited to mankind. West 
of’ the Castafes itis uniform and equatie, 
there being no extremes of either heat or 
cold. Instead of snow in the winter, there 
is much rainfall. However, this comes at 
intervals and leaves many days of sunshine 


between. Flowers bloom out of doors the 


year round, and there is seldom a day wher 
the cattle cannot be turned out to pasture in 
the green Gelds. In the summer time there 
is no unbearable heat, and the nights are 
always cool and comfortable. 

By the time the west winds have reached 
the summit of the Cascade mouptains ther 
have lost much of their moisture, so that 
insufficient ie left for some of the counties 
of eastern Washington. This condition nat- 
urally makes a drier climate. In the winter 
there is considerable snowfall and the sum- 
mere are much warmer here than the west- 
ern side of the mountains. = 

The result is that many sections of east- 
ern Weshington depend upon irrigation for 
successful crops, but the results are none the

The acteage of hay and forage is more 
than one-fourth as great as that of the com- 
bined cereals and the value of the crop is 
nearly two-fifths as great. Wheat is the 
leading ceFeal, representing about four-fifths 
of the total a se and value of cereals, 
About one-half of the total acreage, yield, 
and value of the wheat crop is spring wheat. 
Oats and barley combined have an acreage 
slightly more than one-fifth as great as 
wheat and a value more than one-fourth as 
great. Corn is the only remaining cereal 
of any importance. 

Among the hay and forage crops grains cut 

thmothy and clover mixed, alfalfa, 
and timothy alone rank fh the order named 
in gcreage; in value, however, alfalfa ranks 
above timothy and clover mixed. These four 
clasees combined represent about nine-tenths 
of the acreage and value of the entire crop. 
Of other sundry crops only potatoes and hops 
are of consequence. Though their acreage 
is comparatively smali, their combined value 
ie more than one-fifth as great as the value 
of hay and forage. 

The smalier fruits are profitable under ir- 
rigation, yielding from $300 to $500 net per 
acre, while apples, pears, peaches, grapes, 
etc., often far exceed these figures, some- 
times yielding as much as $1,000 per acre net. 
The Puget sound country is the chief market 
for the fruits, although many winter applies, 
on account of thelr superior quality, are 
shipped to eastern markets. Potatoes and 
other vegetables usually go to the Pacific 
coast cities, except in seasons when the east- 
ern. market is depleted. Hops are sold to 
be Gelivered at rafiroad stations, and go east, 
many even to Europe.

adapt ourselves to circumstances and get 
happiness for our children and for our- 
selves in some other way. 

By all means; give your children the 
chance to learn Jeng wel to dumb crea- 
tures by permitting them to have dogs, 
rabbits, chickens, and even cats if there 
is. plenty of outdodrs for the youngsters 
and for their pets, but don’t bring any of 
these into a city flat. Instead, choose 
something which will not suffer from the 
confinement and will not injure the chil- 
@ren by its presence.

The medical authority to which I have 
geferred mentions gold fish and canaries ag 
fit inmates of an apartment or a town 
house. I would extend the limits even 
farther. ‘én fish are not the only crea- 
tures which seem content in a glass globe. 
At any aquarium may be found a variety of 
fieh from which selection can be made, and 
until you etudy the matter you have no idea 
of how attractive a fish globe may be. Even 
if the occupants are deciiedly lees respon- 
eive than a cat or a dog, they are not wholly 
uninteresting except toe those who have 
never studied them. 

One old lady of my acquaintance who 
was alone a good deal found much solace 
and companionship in her gold fish. She 
habitually spoke of them as her “little

birds,” and took af much enjoyment in 
feeding th*m, 
which they lived, in following their motions 
and their hadits as though they poseesséd a 
good deal more intelligence than is com- 
monly imputed to them. 

Another friend considered a small turtle 
who shared the hospitality of her glass 
gicbe one of the most valued members of 
her family! Still another. had a little lizard 
or chameleon which lived in her bedroom 
curtains, and which she credited with much 
understanding. In fact, I have known sev- 
eral friends who kept ligards or salaman- 
ders as pets and found them cleanly and 
agreeable if not remarkable for mental de- 
velopment! 

But canaries are easily first when it 
comes to household companions who do 
not suffer from confinement and give no 


trouble beyond the care taken in looking 


efterthem. Born and raised tn cages, with 
a long pedigree behind them of ancestors 
with the same history, they know nothing 
of the free outdoors, and would perish if 
they were given their liberty to rove as they 
They have an intelligence beyond 
that of the fish or the lizard, they learn to 
know and love their owners, they may be 
taught a number of accomplishments, and 
have yarious pretty little tricks of their own 
which make them interesting even to the 
casual observer and much more so to those 
who love them and study them. 

If your child or any member of your houge- 
hold. yearns for a domestic pet, buy 
canary! You can go even further and geta 
pair, and then go into the absorbing work 
of raising young birds. There is a great 
deal of enjoyment and much education in 
this pursuit, and an admirable opportunity 
for teaching a child a sense of responsibility 
which will prove - mer later in life. 


Lesson for Child. 

The possession of a pet of any sort is a 
Waste of energy unless utilized as a means 
of leading a ohild to recognise that certain 
duties devolve upon him for which he, and 
he alone, is answerable. If your child is 
old enough to take care of the bird make 
i his peculiar care, Let him feel that the 
bird depends upon its master for food, for 
water, for cleanliness, and accustom him to 
bestowing all these upon it with the same 
Song 8 which marke his own meale and 

ath. 

If he doesn’t care enough for the bird to 
take the trouble to give i its food and its 
bath and to clean its cage he is not fit to 
have a pet and would negiect any he might 
own. He should not be permitted to shift 
the charge of it to some one else, but be 
made to recognize thet every gift or privi- 
lege brings a duty with it. 

This ie a lesson more easily teught when 
a bird is in question than when one fé con- 
cerned with ea dog or a cat, which can pick 
up its living for iteélf. Give your child the 
bird or the goldfish now and perstiade him 
of the cruelty of confining a dog or a cat 
to the imprisonment of four walls and the 
limited range of the roof or the city streets. 

If we begin to implant this faith in the 
children there is a.chance that a future 
generation may develop enough common 
sense to keép most pete where they belong 
~in the country or in some eurroundings 
where they need not Hve a wholly artificial 
and unwholesome life.

While 
waiting for another, and maybe a more cor- 
rect, recipe, suppose you try this.

HE garden at Nazareth coverg a hillside slope 
with flowers. It lies under a sky so pale 
from oriental heat that its blue is delicately 
tinted white. This garden, where Mary and 
the infant Jesus were happy long ago, is 

now little different in appearance from what it was in 
early days. 

Nature cherishes her own, a jealous mother, and in 
these quiet hills of Galilee her hand works. lovingly. 
The garden, when the dawn breaks gently, gleams with 
the jeweled glory of the dew. When ‘twilight falls and 
the birds which all day long have fluttered im tree and 
coppice are quiet, and the doves whose busy wings have 
fluttered whitely in the sunshine’ seek their nests har- 
moniously, it is a peaceful place, sequestered. 

So few changes have come to the life of this part of 
Palestine in 2,000 years that it is not hard to pierce the 
misty veil of time and réalize as in a vision how -this 
garden looked when Mary used ‘to go there with her 
little Son, a happy mother for whom the ‘future held nao

- House Looks Over the Blessed Valley. 


In the nearby town of Nazareth artisans, black: 
smiths, weavers, masons, shoemakers ply their trades as 
their forefathers did before them, and carpenters use 
the same kind of tools in the same kind of shops that 
Joseph knew. 

The house where the holy family dwelt is built 
against ‘the rock; like most of the houses of today m 
Galilee, and in construction it is similar, consisting of 
two rooms, one-of masonry and one cut out of the nat- 
ural rock. 

To this is added a third room which is known as the 
Madonna’s kitchen, and from this a small door opens to 
the garden upon a pathway that leads across the fields, 
connecting St. Joseph's workshop with his house. For 
this house where the holy family dwelt was just at the 
entrance of Nazareth, and it looked over a part of the 
blessed valley where delicate curves meet ‘wooded siopes. 

Built on the sides of two hills, the town itself has a 
charm all its own, made up not alone of pious associa- 
tions but as well of the beauty of orchards, cultivated 
fields and gardens. As seen from. the high road. which 
leads thither from the sea through the wide, fair plain 
of Esdraeclon it is a friendly looking place. 

Its houses, red and white, stretch up to the top of 
the hill from the steep declivity in which the town is 
placed, and gardens and orchards interspersed add color 
to the scene, relieving that bleakness of plain walls 
which look so bare in heat of southern sun. 

Though not so large as Jerusalem, smaller even than 
Bethlehem, the town wears an air of distinction, a cheer- 
ful atmosphere of hospitality -withal, which wins it a 
fond place in a weary traveler’s regard. 
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Mary. Especially Loved the Mountam. 

To this quiet city of Galilee Mary came as a bride 
from’ the hilltop town Sepphoris. Tradition tells how 
young she was, how beautiful her dark and oval face 
appeared, how tiny were her hands and feet. She had 
traveled quite a little in her short life. 

For once a year she went on foot with Anna and 
Joachim to Carmel, where they owned some land on the 
outskirts of Galilee. That mountain, which overlooks 
St, John of Acre, we are told, she loved especially, for 
there she could scan both sky and sea and watch the 
clouds like angels’ garments trailing delicately across the 

_fields of blue. 

From this humble home in Nazareth she fled with her 
child in her arms, following Joseph to far Egypt, there 
to live in exile until it was safe once more to return to 
the land of her birth. | 

How dear in her dream seemed then to her the moun- 
tains of Gilboa, snow capped Hermon, the Kishon's 
stormy stream, and the fragrant, pathless fields of Bs- 
draelon, where a thousand eyes of daisies stare widely 
at the oriental sky, where breezes sway. the yellow celan- 
dines amid the grasses, where tiny violets clothe the 
hillsides modestly with bloom. : . 

Back to their garden at Nazareth came at last the 
holy family, and in the little house adjoining they lived 
all through the boyhood of Jesus. In thie pleavant spot 
Mary ofte- sat, her child ct her Knee, ar> dreamed long 
thoughts of tender motuerLvod, 


By this path she led her little boy to Joseph's work- 
shop, where he would learn the trade of carpentry. Here 
she was happy. Here she was young. Not yet into her 
loving heart had come the fear of her Son’s great des- 
tiny.

Historic Well-and Pool Nearby. 


Just alittle beyond the town of Nazareth, about 500 


yards from where Mary’s house stood, on ‘its borders, 
and at this Jater day close to the Church of the Annun- 
ciation, is the historic well, approached by a path ‘long 
and stony, where Mary came for water for her bouse- 
hold. Below the fountain is a pool where she washed 
her garments and household linen. 
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Today at evening, when coolness has descended from 
the hills. and tempered the heat’ in the valley round- 
about, the. women: of Nazareth come’ down the ‘stony 
pathways from the town‘to fill their jars: with water at 
this fountain. Be! | 

Three crystai springs well up and fall into a wide 
stone basin that, broken now, allows the: waters to es- 
cape and make wide rivulets below. The sunset touches 
all ‘the scene with gold. Fragrance from orchards fills 
the air with sweetness. The shadows of the. evening 
fall gently into the valley from the surrounding hills.

“There has been so much activity in the 
various state legislatures in regard to.wom- 
an suffrage that I have become decidedly 
confused as to the exact progress of the 
movement in the United States. How many 
estates have been given full suffrage? Pen 
haps you can tell me at what date the ques- 
tion is likely to come up in the states where 
the legislatures have passed the suffrage 
amendment Eusta Ll. P,’’ 

‘Wemen have been granted full suffrage in 
nine states—Wyoming, Colorado, Utah, 
idaho, Washington, California, Arizona, 
Kaneas, and Oregon. 

Amendments granting fall suffrage to 
women have been passed in the following 
states: South Dakota, Montana, New York, 
Nevada, Missouri, Michigan, New Jersey, 
and North Dakota. 

In Michigan the question will be referred 
to the voters in a special election apen T of 
this year. 

In Nevada it will probably be referred 
to the voters in October. 

In South Dakota, Montana, Missouri, and 
North Dakota it will be referred to the voters 
on Nov, 8, 1914. 

In New York the amendment must pags 
the. legislature of 1914 beforé it can:be re- 
ferred to the voters in November, 1915. 

In New Jersey the amendment must. pass 
the legislature of 1914 before it can be re 
ferred to the voters at a special election in 
1914.

This is a drastic provision to prevent the 
diversion of deposits into the entefprises or 
estate of the fiduciary. Some similar pro- 
vision should be included in the [linois law 
if we are ever to have one. 

The Arkansas law establishes, of course, 
a state commission for supervision, and 
provides “ that any individual, firm, or cor- 
poration holding himself or itself out to the 
public as a bank or banker, trust company 
or savings bank, which solicits or receives 
deposits subject to check or at interest, by 
sign, advertisement, or otherwise, shall be 
subject to the provisions of this act, and 
whenever in this act shall be used the word 
“ bank,” it shall be understood to apply alike 
to any incorporated bank, trust company, 
savings bank, copartnership, or individuals 
transacting a banking business.” 

The main burden of bringing about this 
reform has been borne by the Arkansas 
Bankers’ association, which seems‘ to have 
@ more public spirited disposition than our 
state body. At any rate, Arkansas has done 
an act of justice to her people that Illinois 
withholds because of opposition in the bank- 
ing ternity which should be the fifst to 
demand it.

| “THE PRICE OF PLAY. 

Forests of paper and tons of ink were used 
up im the last winter to describe the crime 
and vice of our large cities. In New York 
an ugly gamblers’ war bung like a nightmare 
over the community al! winter long. In 
Chicago a youthful gang of alito bandits 
created a reign of terror. The vice inves- 
tigation is still in full swing in this.and in 
otherstates. Indictments were drawn, rem- 
edies suggested, legislative action is clamored 
for... But the chief source of vice and crime 
has not yet been discovered, or at least ithas | 
not been pointed out to the public, 

When sifted down to fundamentals these 
degenerate movements are found to have 
their chiefest source in our great national 
sin—neglect of play. Back of vice, back of 
gambling, back of crime waves are perverted 
instincts and misdirected energy for which | 
the community cannot sbift the blame. 
Through its failure to provide adequate fa- 
cilities for play, é¢xercise, amusement, the 
city forces the energy and enthusiasm of 


‘youth into base and criminal directions. 


Begin with the child. A generation ago 
home wasa place that had a lawn and a back 
yard. Ghildren played in the yard and 
mother watched them from the window. To- 
day the child is thrust into the street almost 
from the day itis born? The houses are built 
close to the sidewalk. The back yard bas 
disappeared—space in the city is too valua- 
ble to be “‘ wasted” in back yards. Even 
the sidewalk is not accessible to the mother. 
She cannot keep her baby carriage on the 
sidewalk for more than a few minutes with- 
out being in somebody's way. 

When the child is able to walk and is 
old enough to be trusted to a slightly older 
brother or sister, the alley becomes his play- 
ground. It is the only place where he does 
not have to dodge trucks and automobiles. 
Until a few years ago the vacant lot supple- 
mented the alley as the playground of the 
tenement.child, Children played ball there. 
Vacant lots in the congested ‘sections of 
Chicago are few and far between these days. 

With the want of facilities for-piay the 
characterof the city child’s play has changed. 
Children like noisy, boisterous games. They 
like to jump and race. They like to build 
and climb. They like to play with tools, to 
construct things. A generation ago the child 
could race to thé river. He could fish and 
bathe there. His play was physical exer- 
cise. It tired him at the close of the day 
and induced sound sleep. 

The river is taken up by navigation now. 
In the congested tenement there is no room 
for the child to play with tools. There is 
plenty of filth in the alley, but you cannot 
build mud houses out of it. The only race 
the child of the congested district knows 
of is the occasional! race with the policeman. 
The games he plays are shooting craps aud 
casting pennies, which is. gambling on a 
child's scale. Instead of going to the river 
to fish he fisheS in the street for butts of 
cigarets. There is no wholesome excitement 
in his play. The nickel theater, so popular 
with the city child, is more often debasing 
than instructive or amusing. 

The boy of 16 seeks more vigorous 
active recreation. But this is rarely to be 
found. The parks and playgrounds afford- 
ing such forms of recreation do not meet the 
needs of more than 10 per cent of Chicago's 
population. So he takes the cheap. sub- 
stitutes that are available. Instead of play- 
ing football or basebal) or some other 
healthy game im the open air, he plays pool 
in a dingy room where the language is even 
more foul than the air. His body is not bene- 
fited by this play.. His.mind is positively 
poisoned by the indecent surroundings, 
From the poolroom it is but one step to the 
vicious. saloon, to the gambling house—if, 
gia the poolroom is net itself a gambling 
house. ' 

But maturer instinct is not downed so 
easily. Youth demands more ‘vigorous 
amusement. It demands excitement. It is 
here that the dance hall makes its appear- 
ance. Between 75,000 and 80,000 boys and 
girls between 88 and 20 years of age fre- 
quent dance halls nightly in Chicago. These 
halls encourage the-instinct for boisterous 
play. In this case, however, the boisterous- 
ness is not the healthy and harmless kind, 
but the kind which causes one to wake with a 
“big head.”’ and ugly temper in the morn- 
ing, which leads to vice and crime, to the 
dive, the jail, and the gallows. ™ 

The city ‘is hemming and hedging the 
child. It has no sympathy and no time for 
him. It refuses to recognize his needs for 
vigorous play and wholesome excitement. 
By so doing it forces him to look for excite- 
ment which is not legitimate. Under pres 
ent conditions, with the horrible want of fa- 
cilities for play and amusement, the wrong 
course, the course to crime and vice, is often 
the normal course. At any rate it is the 
only course open to the city child. 

In the middle ages plagues and epidemics 
were looked upon as sinister visitations from | 
a divine.power over which man had no con- 
trol. Men have since learned that plagues 
and epidemics have their sources in faulty 
sanitation. Social plagues and social epi- 
demics also. will be eliminated when the

afflicted with lumpy jaw cds. 
Sometimes this disease attacks the lym- 
phatic glands in and about the region of the 
neck and jaw.

Lumpy jaw as a disease is not confined to 
cattle. It attacks man as well. It may at- 
tack any organ or structure in the human 
body. Osler refers to the fact that Dr. Hek- 
toen makes the statement in an unpublished 
paper that this disease attacks the myocar- 
dium even more frequently than syphillis, 

lf you chance to visit the stockyards be 
sure to observe the method of handling hogs 
in the various steps of slaughtering. You 
will notice that after the hog is slaughtered 
it is placed in a,guideway for transportation 
to its final destination inthe pape for 
ultimate consumption. 

Stationed along this catatia’ at points 
some distance apartaretwo men. These are 
inspectors. They are experts: They are 
supposed to be, and, in fact, are, able to de- 
téct disease by examining the kernels (lym- 
phatic glands) in and about the neck and jaw 
of the carcass. 

The first inspector thrusts his hand inte 
the gap in the flesh about the neck, made for 
the purpose of affording free bleeding, to 
examine the glands in and about the neck. 
On account of his acuteness of touch and 
wide experience he is able to tell quite accu 
rately and quickly if the glands are diseased. 
If they are, he places his sign somewhere 
about the carcass (ears perhaps), . so that its 
final disposition may be in accordance with 
the rules and provisions of constituted qu- 
thority. If they do not indicate disease he 
signifies that it has passed inspection by not 
tharking it at all. 

The second inspector makes his examina- 
tion after the animal has been drawn. Like 
the first inspector, he places his approval as 
to whether it is or is not of a certain grade by 
some predetermined mark for identification. 
By this means much of the unfit meat and 
by-products are identified, and preventea 
from being worked in with the final. food 
products for general consumption. 

_ 


As a matter of historical informatiog it 
will be interesting to know that the first 
facts concerning the lymphatic glands and 
lymphatic system were the results of some 
observations made by a number of eminent 
scientists upon living animals. Although 
the lymphatic glands and lymphatic system 
were known to Hippocrates, their true sig- 
nificance and functions were not understood 
until within comparatively recent years. 

In the early part of the sixteenth cen- 
tury Asellius noticed the behavior of the 
lacteals in the living dog. 
anatomist saw that the lacteals, when cut, 
exuded a whitish liquid. This led him to 
conclude that he had discovered a new. kind 
of vessel. 

A series of experiments and observations 
made by him established beyond question 
that there existed a relation between the 
presence of a white liquid (lymph) in the 
lacteuls and the products of digestion. 

While it is rather unfortunate, especially 
for him, that he failed to comprehend the 
true significance of this phenomenon, bis dis- 
coveries served as a stimulus to those who 
followed in their efforts to determine the 
part played by these organs in the general 
metabolic processes.

About the middle of the sixteenth century 
the genera! functions, origin, distribution, 
and st’ icture of the lymphatic;glands aud 
the lymphatic system, as we understand 
them today, were discovered, and worked 
out more in detail by Pecquet of France, 
Bartholin of Denmark, Jolive of England, 
and Rudbetk of Sweden. 

A few years later another set of scientists 
began the refinement of the work already 
done. About this time the work which was 
done was preserved in books and in the form 
of charts. 

These documents, even at the present 
time, are considered authoritative. Among 
these workers might be mentioned Hunter, 
Hewson, Cruickshank, and Mascagni. 

A still more delicate refinement of the 
lymphatic system and its functions, as we 
know them today, was. worked out. and 
handed down to us by Sappey, a noted 
French scientist 

lt is hardly saying too much, we believe, 
to say that in the discovery of the lymphatic 
system Sappey, Starling, and the other sci- 
entists and investigators who labored in this 
field of useful endeaVor did as much, oreven 
more, when they discovered the lymphatic 
- system and its function, for the acience of 
medivine and surgery, than Harvey did when 
he discovered the circulation of the blood, _

“Into the lymph stream of any 
of the body a great variety of formed a 
ments may pass, such as dust, carbon, bac- 
teria, disintegrating red and white blood 
cells, blood pigment, dead tissue cells, ir- 
flammatory exudates, tumor cells, toxicsub- 
stances, etc. Usually the regional lymph 
nodes filter out snch foreign substances, and 
retain them either permanentiy or tempo- 
rarily, in some cases rendering them harm- 
less or destroying them, while in other casey 
the injurious agent is able-to cause degen- 
eration or necrosis and inflammation within 
the lymphoid tissue itself. 

“In this conflict, particularly when patho- 
genic bacteria are, concerned, the lymphatic 
glands may suffer severe inflammatory proc-* 
esses, even to the extent of total destruc- 
tion by suppuration; but in the great major- 
ity, of cases the infective agent is disposed 
of by the gland after a more or less marked 
local inflammatory reaction. . . . 

“Since the involvement of the regional 
lymph glands is usually secondary to some 
primary infection within the region tributary 
to them, we find, for example, involvement 
of the axillary and cubital glands in the case 
of infection of the hand, arm, of mammary 
gland; involvement of the cervical glands in 
infections of the mouth cavity and pharynx, 
of the bronchial glands in pulmonary infec- 
tions, of the mesenteric glands in intestinal 
diseases, of the inguinal glands in infections 
of the external genitals and lower extrem- 
ities, etc. 

“Such an involvement of the regional 
lymph glands occurs also in chronic inflam- 
mations of the ¢orresponding regions, and ‘n 
the case of malignant tumors occurring 
therein, particularly carcinoma.”

Some years ago a baby show was held ia

Di; htheria, scarlet fever, measles, mumps. 
etc., usually cause enlargement of the ker- 
nels (lymphatic glands) in “and about the 
‘neck and jaw. Even a bad sore throat, par- 
ticularly when the tonsils are involved, may, 
and often does, cause enlargement of tle 
glands at the angle of the jaw, and where 
the inflammatory process extends to and ir- 
volves the ear, those just back of the’ ear 
within the region of the mastoids. 

Occasionally the glands under the tongue 
just back of the chin become enlarged. 
This is usually the result of an infection 
that has got in through the cavities in the 
teeth. 

Enlargement of the glands under the arm 
is usually caused by some disease of the 
mammary gland. Because of the nearness 
of these glands to the primary seat of in- 
fection they are exposed to a concentrated 
form of toxin. The inflammatory processes 
resulting from this form of infection is 
sometimes so severe that the glands become 
large, soft, and suppurate. 

—~—o- 

A general inflammation of the iymphatie 
glands may occur in any one of the several in- 
fectious diseases. It may occur in either the 
adult or the child—usually the latter. 

The most common form of this infamma- 
tory process is that which results from so- 
called scrofulous conditions*and tubercular 
infection. These conditidns are ofttimes neg- 
lected .and terminate in suppuration. 

A similar chronic suppurative condition 
of the glands is not infrequently found in 
children who have rickets. Where these and 
similar conditions of the glands are recog- 
nized .early enotmh, by proper treatment 
resolution may be established without a dis- 
solution in the continuity of the tissues 
which results in the formation of so maay 
unsightly. scars.
